REMARKS 

In the Advisory Action Mailed January 3, 2008, the Examiner stated that Applicants' 
"arguments drawn to methods of making the claimed compounds are not seen to be convincing, 
as there are no methods of making the claimed compounds present." 

Applicants advise that these arguments are relevant to the issues of motivation to 
combine the references and expectation of success. More particularly, because no prior art 
teaches how to make the claimed compounds, one of ordinary skill in the art would not be 
motivated to combine the references. Further, since one of ordinary skill in the art would not 
know how to make the claimed compounds, one would not expect the combination to be 
successful. 

Accordingly, Applicants submit, respectfully, that the Examiner has not established a 
prima facie case of obviousness, and the rejections should be removed.
